The Israel Medical Association 
decided on these measures at the 
end -of last week. - 

The physicians iuce prot e sti n g the 
4 per-cent cut in medical budgets, 
which will result in the dismissal of 
many doctor* who are working on 
short-term o wft ee ts while un- 
dergoing their five-year specializa- 
tion. ' 

The closure of hospital out- 
patient departments will put a 
heavy . burden tm neighbourhood 
e&dos. At Beilinson hospital alone 
$am* 70,000 patients are treated in 


the out-patient departments each 
month. 

Some neighbourhood clinics may 
also be closed, if clinic doctors are 
dismissed. The Medical Association 
■aid it does not know how many 
such neighbourhood clinics may be 
closed, but it expects to know within 
a few days. 

All 8.000 doctors will meet at n 
a m. tomorrow to formulate steps 
to persuade the authorities to 
reconsider their decision to cut 
medical budgets. These meetings 
will generally be at the Medical 
Association headquarters In the 
large cities, and may last up to 
three hours. 

One proposal to be discussed will 
be the cancellation of all non- 
emergency surgery.

Pro tecti on of Tenants which will let 
landlords raiie roots by from 70 to 
100 per cent of the price rise index 
for the year will be brought for con- 
sideration: to the economic cabinet 
today.. 

The present law allows landlords 
to raise protected tenants 1 rents by 
88 per cent each year.

A committee working on 
the subject has recommended that 
compensation comprise three com- 
ponents: the value of the settler’s 
farm, the value of his home, and 
personal compensation.

W. Bank to strike over Hebron curfew; 
settlers to proclaim ‘return to city*

West Bank municipalities will 
strike today to protest the curfew In 
pebron, and residents of Kiryat 
Arba and other Jewish settlements 
will gather to "formally proclaim 
the return of the Jewish people** to 
Hebron. 

Tomorrow Hebron Mayor Fahd 
Kawaama will ask the High Court of 
Justice to rule that, part of Kiryat 
Arba is Illegal because ft mss built 
on the basis of military expropria- 
tion orders. He will also ask for an 
injunction stopping construction 
work to expand the Jewish suburb. 

Security foroes will be on special 
alert today as the population of 
Kiryat Arba. aa well as settlers 


from elsewhere in the administered 
territories, pour into Hebron to 
press for an increased Jewish 
presence in the town. 

■ The authorities*- task will be eas- 
ed by the fact that the Arab popula- 
tion of central Hebron will be under 
curfew for the duration of the 
•settlers' visit, which will climax at 
8 p.m. with a ■•proclamation’’ 
ceremony at the Avraharo Avinu 
synagogue. The curfew was lifted 
yesterday from 11:80 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

The restriction, which is in force 
in the centre of the town, was im- 
posed on January si after the 
murder of Jehoshua Sloma, a 28- 
year-old recent immigrant from 
Denmark who was combining his 
military service with studies at 


Kiryat Arba’s yeshivat header. 

A decision on the continuation of 
the curfew Is expected today. 

A spokesman for the military 
government explained to The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that the 
curfew applies only to Arabs "in 
order to protect them from attacks 
by Jews and to facilitate the con- 
tinuation of the investigation into 
Sloma’s murder.” 

Today’s ceremony, which has the 
backing of virtually ail the settlers 
living in the West Bank and Gaza, 
coincides with a cabinet discussion 
of whether to allow Kiryat Arba 
residents to move Into Je wish- 
owned property In Hebron.

Begin will decide on Hebron settlement 


Post Diplomatic C o rresp on dent 

The decision whether or not to 
permit Jewish settlement Inside the 
town of Hebron rests mainly to the 
hands- of the prime minister, accor- 
ding to seasoned political 
observers. Whatever lead 
Menahem Begin gives will be 
followed at today’s cabinet meeting 
by a majority of the ministers. 

Last night- the premier’s view 
was not known. One of bis aides 
said It would be influenced to some 
degree by the attorney-general’s 
opinion on the legal aspects of the 
issue. 

Attorney-General Yitzhak Za mir 
was asked by the cabinet last week 
to draw up a paper on the legal im- 
plications of Israel taking over 
homes that belonged to Jews before 



the 1929 Hebron pogrom. 

If Begin today takes up the 
proposal, originally put forward by 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon, 
that the homes be re occupied — he 
will carry with him the support of 
most Likud and National Religious 
Party ministers. Only the three 
Democratic Movement ministers, 
probably - Ezer Weizman, .and 
possibly one or two Liberals, will 
oppose him. 

If. on the other hand. Begin takes 
no specific stand, and the Issue Is 
promoted by Sharon, It is unlikely 
to win a majority. If Begin opposes 
It, It will certainly fall. 

Both the Likud and the NRP were 
careful last week not to pass 
resolutions that would tie the hands 
of their ministers In the cabinet 
Though many of their members 
favour the principle of Jews retur- 
ning to Hebron, they recognize top 
the far-reaching political conse- 
quences that such a move would 


have at home and abroad. 

NRP Knesset faction boss 
Yehuda Ben-Meir said last night his 
party would probably- support 
whatever decision the cabinet 
reached today. The three NRP 
ministers had been given free rein. 

Senior NRP minister Yosef Burg 
told Israel TV he would listen 
carefully to the pros and cons voic- 
ed at the cabinet meeting before 
snaking his decision.. 

Sources close to the NRP’s 
Zevulun Hammer said that while 
the minister would "find It difficult 
to vote against” a return to Hebron, 
he believed the "significant 
response” to the killing 10 days ago 
of a Jew in the Hebron market 
would be the expansion of Kiryat 
Arba. Hammer would restate his 
proposal that an additional 1,000 
dwelling units be built there, the 
sources said. 

This proposal is almost certain to 
be approved by the cabinet. 
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clinic doctors will receive patients, 
although nurses, druggists and 
clerks will remain on duty. The 
hospitals will be manned by 
skeleton staffs, as on Saturdays and 
holidays.

Dr. Shimshon Erdman, head of 
the 330-strong doctors medical staff 
committee at Beilinson, told The 
Jerusalem.

"The authorities can 
easily solve the problem by simply 
ending the subsidy on medicine for 
the well-to-do.” 

"There is no reason to cut sub- 
sidies for milk and bread and 
provide subsidies for medicine for 
those well able to pay for It,” he 
argued.

leaders 


LAKE PLACID. New York (API. — 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance was In Lake Placid yester- 
day to persuade Olympics officials 
to go along with the U.S. govern- 
ment and transfer, cancel or post- 
pone the Moscow Games. 

International Olympic Com- 
mittee members, gathering here 
for a three-day session proceeding 
the Winter Olympics, were to con- 
sider U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter’s alternatives for the Games 
If the Soviets do not leave 
Afghanistan by February 20. Carter 
has said he would not want U.S. 
athletes to compete In Moscow if 
the occupation continues. 

Lord Klllanin, president of the 
IOC. said he hoped to meet briefly 
with Vance prior to last night’s 
reception for IOC delegates. 

Killonln has said the games must 
go on in Moscow as planned. 

U.S. Olympic officials — Robert 
Kane, president, and Col. Don 
Miller, executive director — weqt 
before the IOC executive board on 
Friday and presented the official 
U.S. case for moving the games. 

Kane claimed that the contract 
between the IOC and the Moscow 
organizing committee had been 
broken by the intervention In 
Afghanistan. 

Ignaty Novikov, president of the 
Moscow organizing committee and 
a member of the Soviet Presidium, 
talked to the USOC leaders private- 
ly on Friday. Kane said the meeting 
was "congenial, with no un- 
pleasantness.” But he added "we 
did not get very far." 

The Soviet official news agency 
Tass said on Friday that dis- 
patching the Secretary of State to 
press the American case for a 
Moscow Olympics boycott would be 
“completely at variance with the 
principles of the Olympic Charter." 

In Monrovia, former boxing 
champion Muhammad Ali told 
Liberian President William Tolbert 
yesterday that his tour of Africa to 
campaign for a boycott of the 
Moscow Olympics is going well 
enough. 

Tolbert needed no convincing, as 
Liberia already has sold It will sup- 
port a boycott of the Moscow 
Games because of the Soviet inva- 
sion of Afghanistan. 


Begin in ‘Al-Ahram’: 

Palestinian 
state is 
aim of some 
Cairo officials 

CAIRO (UPI). — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin has charged, in his 
first interview with an Egyptian 
newspaper, that some Cairo of- 
ficials are aiming for the establish- 
ment of a Palestinian state In the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip, and he 
vowed to oppose the scheme. 

Such a state, he said, would be a 
Soviet base posing a direct throat to 
Israel's security. 

Begin made the declarations in 
an interview with Makraro 
Mohammed Ahmed, a correspon- 
dent of the-”Al-Ahram” newspaper, 
who spent two weeks touring Israel. 
The interview was published in the 
paper's early editions today. 

Begin pronounced himself, 
satisfied with the pace at which nor- 
malization of Egyptlan-Xsraeli 
relations was taking place, and j 
even predicted a possible accelera- 
tion of the tempo. 

But he restated his position that 
Israelis bave the right to settle in 
Judea and Samaria, and charged 
that fhe Egyptian model for 
Palestinian autonomy went beyond 
the Camp David peace framework. 

Begin referred to statements 
made by Palestine Liberation 
Organization officials praising the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 
"We do not want this repeated on 
Israel’s doorstep,” he said. “We 
want overall peace, but we also 
have important security problems 
which should be taken in con- 
sideration." 


Kuwait receives 
Soviet missiles 

KUWAIT (Reuter). — The Soviet 
Union has supplied Kuwait with 

sophisticated surface-to-surface 
missiles, the Defence Ministry said 
today. 

The Ministry said the missiles, 
each with a range of 68 km. and 
able to carry a 420-kg. warhead, 
were delivered recently. It did not 
say how many Kuwait Had bought. 

Kuwait's main arms suppliers 
have been Western countries, but 
the chief of staff of the armed 
forces, General Mubarak al- 
Abdullnh al-Sabah. said last year 
that Kuwait intended to diversify 
Its sources.

Beirut: If you leave, it’s civil war 

Syrians halt pullout, 
see ‘no alternative’

In what appeared to be a 
political gambit aimed at 
legitimizing its hold cm Beirut, 
Syria yesterday suspended the 
withdrawal of its troops from 
the Lebanese capital, saying 
the government there had fail- 
ed to provide a security alter- , 
native. 

The Syrian decision followed 
appeals from Lebanese politicians 
to reverse the pullout in order to 
stem the violence which has claim- 
ed 14 lives in the country's 
northern, central and southern 
regions In the past four days. 

Reports from Beirut last night 
said the Syrians had indeed 
withdrawn their troops from the 
city’s devastated streets, but were 
maintaining half of their forces 
along the lines separating the city’s 
Christian eastern sector from the 
predominantly Moslem western 
zone which is largely controlled by 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. 

Government spokesmen reported 
all areas quiet yesterday as parlia- 
ment speaker Kamel Assad headed 
for Damascus for talks with Syrian 


President Hafez Assad. 

Assad, as well as Christian 
militia chieftain Pierre Jemayyel. 
of the Phalange party, had warned 
that unless Lebanon’s warring fac- 
tions negotiated an immediate 
national unity, Syria's troop 
withdrawal could trigger a new. 
civil war. 

An official announcement said 
Assad hopes that Ms trip to 
Damascus will produce an agree- 
ment that would maintain 3,000 
Syrian troops In buffer zones 
separating west and east-Beirut. 

Syria’s' decision last Monday to 
pull them out sparked fears of a 
new civil war between Lebanon’s 
Christians and an alliance of leftist 
Moslems and Palestinian 
terrorists. 

It also prompted warnings from 
Israel that it would intervene 
anywhere in Lebanon to .protect the 
Christians against what Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin termed 
as "pogroms” by leftist Moslems. 

Israel’s chief of military In- 
telligence, Alnf Ye bosh or Saguy, 
on Friday night stated there was a 
real danger the civil war could 
break out anew in Lebanon. In a 
television interview, Saguy said 
"The moment the Syrian force 


quits the main com bat arenas In the 
Beirut region, they will leave a 
vacuum that has to be filled in some 
way. The Syrians will want to give 
the (national) Lebanese army 

another opportunity to fill the gap, 
but the chances of success are quite 
slim.” 

Syria’s Beirut contingent Is part 
of a 30,000-man Syrian army tbat 
snuffed out a 1975-76 civil war 'and 
has since been policing a shaky ar- 
mistice pending a national recon- 
ciliation accord among Lebanon's 
political leaders. 

Christian supporters and op- 
ponents of Syria's peacekeeping 
role clashed in three days of 
mftchinegun battles and artillery 
exchanges in the northern 
Lebanese province of Bcharrl after 
the announcement of the 
withdrawal decision. 

A cease-fire was worked out Fri- 
day. Government sources said a 
total of 10 combatants died in the 
northern fighting. Earlier official 
figures said five were killed.

J’lem: No early Sinai withdrawal planned

Government sources in 
Jerusalem last night said that they 
were unaware of any plans for an 
early Israeli withdrawal to the in- 
ternational frontiers with Egypt. 

But well-placed Israeli circles in- 
volved in the various negotiations 
with Egypt say they have heard re- 
cent expressions of an Egyptian 
desire for such a move. These were 
first heard In conversations during 
the Aswan summit in January, they 
said, adding that they expected the 
issue to come up now and then — 
though not in the form of an out- 
right demand — ■ as the normalisa- 
tion process moves ahead. 

The government sources were 
commenting on A- Cairo newspaper 
report which ‘Claimed that Israel 
was expected to evacuate the 


eastern part of Sinai one year 
ahead of the April 1982 target date 
stipulated In the peace treaty 
between the two countries. 

Israel has just completed 
withdrawal from two-thirds of 
Sinai, paving the way for nor- 
malization of relations with Egypt. 

Cairo’s "Akhbar el-Yom” yester- 
day hinted that Israel would ad- 
vance its withdrawal from the rest 
of Sinai in return for Egypt's deci- 
sion to accelerate relations between 
the two countries In all spheres. 

The paper is believed to have bas- 
ed its optimism on a statement by 
Defence Minister Kamal Hassan 
Ali who said that lie would discuss 
details of Israel’s eventual pull-out. 
from the rest of Sinai in forthcom- 
ing talks with his Israeli counter- 
part Ezer Weizman. Ali is schedul- 
ed to arrive In Israel on an official 


visit later this month. 

Ali and Weizman currently head 
committees overseeing the full im- 
plementation of normalization of 
relations between the two countries 
by mid-March. 

Arrangements to that effect were 
expected to be announced in Cairo 
and Jerusalem today. Tbe 
arrangements were negotiated last 
week In Tel Aviv by teams headed 
by Egyptian General Taha 
Magdoub, and Aluf Avraham 
Tam It. Both reported to Weizman 
on Friday that they had agreed on 
the establishment of eight joint 
committees which as early as this 
week would launch negotiations for 
bilateral agreements on coopera- 
tion in trade, tourism, transport, 
agriculture and cultural ex- . 
changes.

Iranian 
President Abolhaasan Bani-Sadr 
said yesterday. 

In an interview with the Abu 
Dhabi-based " Al-Ittihad” 
newspaper. Bani-Sadr 'said, "The 
aim of Iran is to make the people in 
America and the West understand 
that their countries' policies toward 
Iran were not in the interest of the 
West in general, and of America in 
particular." 

"Al-Ittihad” quoted him as say- 
ing. "Discussions in the 
Revolutionary Command Council 
are still under way, but Jran's posi- 
tion toward this issue has not yet 
changed.” 

He said that the U.S. was still 
.following the same policy "it had 
during the reign of the ousted shah, 
and it was responsible for the con- 
sequences.” 

Earlier, Foreign Minister Sadegh 
Ghotbzadeh, backing* up Bani- 
Sadr's tough stance toward -the 
militants, told the^Jildependent 
Television News of London that 
force might he used against them if 
the Iranian government* met 
resistance in trying to take control 
of the embassy. 

Earlier in the day, Bani-Sadr said 
that his country was ready to main- 
tain good relations with the Soviet 
Union if the Kremlin refrained 
from interfering in the internal af- 
fairs of its neighbouring coun- 
tries. 

Bani -Sadr's statement came a 
day after Ghotbzadeh warned 
militants holding the U.S. embassy 
that the ruling Revolutionary Coun- 
cil will use forbe to make them obey 
orders.

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Electric workers’ sanctions leave 
Ramat Yitzhak residents in the dark

RAMAT GAN. — Thousands of 
residents of the Ramat Yitzhak 
quarter here spent last night in the 
dark when high winds damaged a 
high-tension power cable and' 
workers refused to repair the 
damage immediately because of 
their continuing labour sanctions. 

' c Power was not expected to he 
restored until noon today, with 
repair, crews not starting work until 
their normal work hours this mar- ' 
rung. The Electric Corporation 
workers have been holding sanc- 
tions for several weeks by refusing 
to work overtime. Saturday and 
evening repairs fall under that 
category, a corporation spokesman 
explained yesterday. 

Neither police nor fire fighters 
reported any incidents caused by 
the power outage as of press time 
last night. 


But both the police and fire 
departments reported a flood of 
calls from frightened residents, 
many of whom also took to the 
darkened streets. Ramat Gan 
firefighters were put on special 
alert for the duration of the power 
outage. 

- Electric Corporation spokesman 
Yossi Kldron told The Jerusalem 
Post that, when the main Ugh ten- 
sion cable to Ramat Yitzhak was 
damaged at 5 p.m. yesterday, there 
simply were no repair crews 
available as a result of the sanc- 
tions. 

The workers who would normally 
have been available to fix the cable 
had joined other Electric Corpora- 
tion employees in the Job action Just 
last week. 

"Fortunately, it (Ramat 
Yitzhak) Is an exclusively residen- 
tial area so, despite the nuisance, I 
. don't think serious damage was 
. caused.” 


Kldron also warned that the en- 
tire Tel Aviv region faced a poten- 
tially more serious pyohlem as the 
result of two large generators at the 
Eshkol power station which are 
currently inoperable. 

Those generators went out of aer-* 
vice on Wednesday and, as a result 
of the sanctions, have still not been 
repaired. 

. Kldron said those repairs were 
also due to begin today, but gave no 
estimate of how long that would 
take. He said that until now there 
had been adequate power reserves 
to compensate for the loss of the 
two generators' capacity. 


Treasury presents 6-month budget today

Treasury officials were feeding 
figures Into their .computers late 
last night to establish an inflation 
forecast which would allow them to 
fill in the blanks in the budget 
proposal the cabinet is to discuss to- 
day. • . • 

The budget estimate is IL405b. 
for 1980/81 — in 1979 terms — but 
the government wilLtry to .get a. 
budget p assed f dr obJy the fl fat slx: 
months, updated for inflation. Ac- 
cording to some estimates, that will e 
bring the half-year budget proposal 
to ILG50b. But that depends on what 
inflation figures the computer 
cranks out for the budget director. 


The government will apparently 
introduce a bill in the Knesset to 
allow if to present a six-month 
budget and to update It periodically 
according to the rate of inflation. 

The government's argument 
against predicting Inflation for the 
entire year is that it creates an- 
ticipation of inflation, which itself 
makes prices shoot up. In the past 
those expectations have increased 
expenditures by various ministries . 

The budget the cabinet wtH - con- 
sider this morning is based on a 6 
per cent cut in all ministries except 
defence and housing, which have in- 
creased budgets. 

A survey by The Jerusalem Post 
among Bank of Israel and Treasury 


officials revealed an Inflation 
forecast of about 100 per cent for 
1980, and about 80 per cent for fiscal 
1980, which begins in April. But this 
depends on how the budget is im- 
plemented. 


The budget for the entire year is 
expected to reach XL870b. 


Rain cancels Ramot protest

Natorei Karta'a threats of 
violence against Sabbath drivers 
using the Ramot road in north 
Jerusalem were washed away in a 
chilly downpour yesterday, leaving 
city officials concerned about the 
costs of the weekly police alerts. 

Only two religious youths, their 
shtreimels wrapped in plastic, 
stood on the hill overlooking the 
religious neighbourhood of Ezrat 
Tor a yesterday afternoon. The 
youths shook their fists at passing 
cars until the youths were driven 
away by the rain. 

.Pfficials from Ramot 
neighbourhood council had warned 
of a potentially -violent march on 
the religious quarter of Mea 
Shearim If religious extremists 


there carried out threats to disrupt 
Sabbath traffic. 

The Natorei Karta demonstration 
planned for yesterday was to 
protest delays in starting the con- 
struction of a IL75ra. bypass to take 
traffic out of the view of the 
religious neighbourhoods of Kiryat 
Zanz and Ezrat Tora. 

But the weekly Natorei Karta 
threats to disrupt traffic on the road 
and the subsequent last-minute 
cancellations of the protests have 
created a headache for city officials 
and Ramot council leaders. They 
fear that if the Mea She'arim group 
forces an expensive police alert 
every week which. In the end, 
proves to be unnecessary, the 
police and Ramot residents may be 
caught off-guard when the group 
goes ahead with a demonstration.

Carter, Linowitz and other senior 
U.S. officials are all anxious to try 
to meet the May target date for con- 
cluding the autonomy negotiations.

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WASHINGTON (AP). - Nahum 
GolAatnn, former president of the 
World Zionist Organisation, said an 
Friday he is In contact with 
representatives of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation in an 
Attempt to arrange a meeting with 
PLO chief Yasser Arafat. 

Goldmann said he Is “in peraa- 
. nent touch with the FLO/' meeting 
one or two close friends of Arafat 
"practically every month.” 

Goldmann said his meeting with 
Arafat has been delayed because 
some Palestinian extremists op- 
pose it. Moreover, he aaidt 
questions of where and when the 
meeting la to be held, and under 
what conditions, are still to be 
decided. Goldmann added that 
“some g o vernm ents are involved," 
hut gave.no further details. 

The founder and former presi- 
dent of the World Jewish Congress 
predicted a "serious crisis in the 


next few months" in the Middle 
Bast. He aald he hopes the U.S. can 
convince Israel "to be more flexible 
on the West Bank problem and the 
Palestinian issue" but said be 
didn't know if American pressure 
will come before the U.S. elections. 

Goldmann said he did not believe 
the separate peace agreement 
between Israel and Egypt will last 
very long. He has declared that no 
lasting peace will be achieved un- 
less Israel. Egypt and the U.S. in- 
vite the PLO to participate in the 

negotiations. 

Speaking at a press conference 
arranged by "Foreign Policy" 
magazine, Goldmann repeated his 
theory that Middle East peace can 
be achieved If Israel does not con- 
sider Itself a atate like any other 
state, but Instead becomes a 
neutralised spiritual and cultural 
centre for Jews guaranteed by 
other nations of the world.

U.S. magazine claims: 

Israel-China talks 


organized by Mossad

WASHINGTON. — Israel's in- 
telligence agency organized a 
secret trade mission to Chins last 
year to discuss Peking's interest 
"In acquiring sophisticated 
technology from Israel,” according 
to an article appearing in this 
month's "Penthouse" magazine. 


The article, by freelance author 
Craig Karpel. also details what it 
saye are other clandestine 
diplomatic activities of the Monad, 
Including purported liaisons with 
the Soviet Union and Saudi Arabia. 


"The tight secrecy that sur- 
rounds the Mossad enables it toeon- 
duct Israel's affaire with nations 
with which she has no formal 
relations," says Karpel, who spent 
several weeks in Israel last year 
researching his lengthy article. 

"Many countries refrain tram ex- 
changing ambassadors with 
Jerusalem, not because they truly 
object to talking to the Israelis, but 
because they fear reprisals from 
the radical Arab countries or feel 
the need to strike a pose for the 


benefit of Third World ideologue*." 
be claims. "Israel responds by us- 
ing the Mossad as its underground 
foreign ministry.” 

"When the sea is rough,” Karpel 
was told, "you dive under the 
waves.” 

Since 1987. when the Soviet Union 
severed diplomatic ties with Israel. 
"Moscow has continued to maintain 
relations, however frosty, via the 
Mossad.” according to Karpel. 

“China is in cautious contact with 
Israel through the M ossad. on the 
principle that as far as the Soviet 
Union is concerned, the enemy of 
my enemy is my friend.” 

Karpel does not provide any 
details of the reputed mission to 
China. But last year, Ze'ev Schlff. 
the ‘■Ha'aretz'' military affairs cor- 
respondent, reported a secret 
Israeli visit to China, although then, 
too, details were sketchy. 

"1 am informed." Karpel says, 
"that the Mossad even operates a 
station In Riyadh, Saudi Arabia, 
with — incredible though It may 
seem — the tacit permission of the 
Saudi government." But be does 
not elaborate. 


New plan for joint immigration offices

TEL AVIV. — Prime Minister 
•Menahem Begin has offered a plan 
to streamline care of Immigrants 
and to solve a longstanding feud 
between the Jewish Agency and the 
Immigrant Absorption Ministry, 
according to Arye DuMn, chair- 
man of the Jewish Agency Ex- 
ecutive. 

Dulzln told a press conference

Was Rhodesian premier 22 years ago 


White leader charged 
with aiding terrorists 


SALISBURY (APJ. — A former 
white-minority prime minister, 
now an advocate of black rule and 
an adviser to black nationalist 
leader Joshua Nkomo, was 
arrested yesterday and charged 
with aiding Rhodesian guerrillas, 
his family said. 

Garfield Todd, a 72-year-old New 
Zealand-born former missionary, 
was released from Jail shortly after 
. his arrest on condition that he re- 
. main in the area of his farm near. 
. Shabani. 800 km. south of Salisbury, 
•and surrender his travel 
documents, sources said. He was 
ordered to appear for a hearing on 
February 22> they said. 

According to police sources, Todd 
was charged under the Law and 
Order Act with actively aiding 
. terrorists and falling to report the 
presence of terrorists to the 
authorities — charges that carry a 
possible death penalty upon convic- 
tlon. 

They said the charges apparently 
stemmed from Todd's failure to 
report the visit to his home of an un- 
identlfled black nationalist 
guerrilla. 

No other details of the charges 
were immediately known and there 
was no official comment on the 
. case. 

Todd served as Rhodesian prime 
minister from 1983 to 1958. He later 
became an advocate of black- 


majority rule and opposed former 
prime minister Ian Smith when 
Smith doclared Rhodesia's un- 
ilateral independence from Britain 
in I960 to head off British demands 
that his white regime surrender 
power to the h lacks. 

Todd was jailed twice by the 
Smith regime for his political ac- 
tivism, once in 1965 for a year and 
again in 1972 for 4V& years. 

Last fall, Todd went to London as 
an adviser to Nkomo at the peace 
conference that halted the guerrilla 
war with a settlement between the 
Patriotic Front guerrilla alliance 
and former prime minister Abel 
Musorewa's government in 
Salisbury. 

Under terms of the accord, 
Rhodesians will vote in parliamen- 
tary elections February 27-29 and 
Britain will surrender Its colonial 
power to the new government. 

African, foreign ministers 
meeting In Addis Ababa meanwhile 
claimed that Nkomo and Robert 
Mugabe were under virtual house 
arrest in Salisbury, Ethiopian radio 
said yesterday. 

A broadcast monitored In Nairobi 
quoted a statement Issued by 
delegates to the organisation of 
African Unity meeting which said 
that "racist forces" have surround- 
ed the homes of the two nationalist 
leaders "under the pretext of 
providing security." 


Jewish antique dealer 
found murdered in Belfast 


BELFAST (Reuter). — Police 
yesterday found the body of 
wealthy Jewish antique dealer 
Leonard Keitcher 24 hours after he 
was kidnapped for a £lm. ransom 
by three armed men. 

Keitcher had been shot through 
the head and body, police said. The 
body had been dumped In a ditch In 
a country lane on the outskirts of 
Belfast. 

Police suspected the kidnappers, 
still unidentified, had murdered 
him in a panic. 

Police said they did not yet know 
whether the kidnappers were a 


purely criminal gang or an Irish 
guerrilla group seeking funds to 
fuel Its war Against British rule In 
northern Ireland. 

Keitcher, 50, a prominent 
member of the province’s tiny 
Jewish community, was seized at 
his home on Friday by three men, 
one of whom had posed as a post- 
man. 

They. tied up his sons Martin, 22, 
and- Roy, 20, and as they left 
shouted a demand tor £lzn. in ran- 
som. They warned the sons their 
father's life would be in danger if 
news of the kidnap leaked out. 


Soviet MDs restore sight with artificial cornea 


MOSCOW (AP). — A Polish 
engineer blinded 35 years ago In an 
industrial explosion can see again, 
thanks to a new technique 
developed by Soviet physicians, 
Tass reported on Friday. 

* The technique, Tass said. In- 
volves implanting artificial corneas 
•In a process called 
kerotoprosthesla, developed by 


Drs. Nadezhda Puchkovskaya and 
Stanislav Taklmenko, at the 
Filatov Clinic in Odessa. 

Tass said that, initially, the 
Soviet ophthalmologists used 
preserved corneas for transplants 
to eyes damaged by bums. But the 
human cornea was either rejected 
or grew dim, so the doctors turned 
to synthetic materials. 


Turkish political violence increases 


ISTANBUL (Reuter). — Masked 
men opened fire on a police station 
with automatic weapons here 
■ yesterday, killing one policeman 
and wounding three, the state radio 
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said. It gave no- details. — -- 
Political violence in Turkey, 
recently eased from last year's dal- 
ly average of five dead, has in- 
creased tn the past few days. Three 
workers were shot dead on a subur- 
ban train here on Friday and a 
policeman and 16 workers were 
wounded in -shooting at a state fac- 
tory in Izmir.

Salvador embassy captors 
win release of 3 leftists 


SAN SALVADOR (AP). — The 
government on Friday freed three 
leftists whose release had been 
demanded by militants occupying 
the Spanish emb.aasy and the 
headquarters of the Christian 
Democrat Party, officials reported. 


They said the released prisoners, 
members of the leftist Popular Ac- 
tion Front, were declared Innocent 
Of charges of Illegal possession of 


weapons and attacking- security 
forces. 

The militants occupying the em- 
bassy and party headquarters, 
members of the Popular Leagues of 
February 28, continued to demand 
the release of 13 other prisoners. 
Eight hostages, including Am- 
bassador Victor Sanchez Meza, 
have been held at the embassy 
since Jast Tuesday and 10 at the 
party headquarters. 


Ballet master flown home 
after Bolshoi defection 


TOKYO ( AP) . — Asaf Messerer. 70- 
year-old ballet master of tbe Soviet 
Bolshoi ballet troupe, left for 
Moscow aboard a Soviet Aeroflot 
airplane yesterday, three days 
after hip sister and her spn won., 
political asylum here and left for 
the U.S. 

Japanese officials are 
speculating that the Soviet 
authorities may have ordered his 
return ahead of the troupe, whose 
tour Is due to end on February 21, 
for fear that he may also defect, 
said the Japanese news service, 
Kyodo, which reported Messerer's 
departure. 

Messerer arrived in Japan on 
January 24 as a member of the 95- 
member troupe which included his 
nephew Mikhail Messerer. Mikhail 
and his mother, Soulamif Messerer, 
who has been in Japan since 


November, went to the U.S. em- 
bassy on Tuesday and asked for 
political asylum. 

On Friday, another Bolshoi ballet 
.troupe cancelled its seven-city 
^Norwegian tour diie to start yesteifc, 
day. “We fear the group may be 
physically and psychologically 
harmed," a spokesman for the 
dance company said, adding that 
they feared "unfriendly actions" by 
Norwegians protesting the Soviet 
military intervention in 
Afghanistan. 

Norwegian ballet stars and other 
prominent artists had earlier 
appealed to tloket-holders to 
boycott the Bolshoi's performances 
and planned to stage an alternative 
programme of ballet, music and 
poetry.

Amid the current tightening of 
pressures on intellectuals not to fo- 
ment discord, the China Youth

Spanish officers 
gunned to death 


SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain (UFI). — 
Two cousins, an infantry major and 
a municipal policeman, were shot 
to death In separate incidents on 
Friday night by presumed Basque 
separatist guerrillas. 

The new killings raised the 
deaths resulting from Basque 
political violence to 25 In the first 
six weeks of the new year, com- 
pared to 87 for all of 1979. 

Both were carried out in the style 
nf the ETA separatist guerrillas but 
there was no Immediate explana- 
tion for why the latest victims were 
selected as targets. One 'man was 
gunned down as he started his car, 
the other as he walked along the 
street near his home.

WASHINGTON. — It’s the answer 
to a number of women’s dreams, 
says Lucia Valeska, co-executive 
director of the National Gay Task 
Force. To others, however, it may 
just become another ethical and 
political nightmare growing out of 
mankind's propensity to tinker with 
the creation of life. 


This time the issue is not merely 
"test-tube babies” or whether we 
arc capable of cloning duplicate 
people from an individual's cell. As 
if those disputes were not startling 
enough, we may in time be faced 
with another: the creation of life en- 
tirely from females, without need 
for males for this purpose at all. 

Yes. it boggles tbe mind: the 
capacity to make males not only un- 
necessary for reproduction but 
theoretically extinct because, given' 
the fact that only sperm can con- 
tribute the chromosome for males, 
the only offspring who could Issue 
from such manipulation would be 
females. 

It hasn't happened yet. But, far- 
fetched as it may seem, ultimately 
It could be. Genetic researchers 


currently are working toward 
creating offspring of laboratory 
mice in precisely this fashion, 
without male fertilization of the 
female egg In any manner. Their 
success would likely produce 
pressures to attempt the same feat 
with people. 

*'1 don't see any theoretical 
reason why it shouldn't work" with 
mice, remarks biologist Clement 
Markert of Yale, who directs the 
university’s Centre for the Study of 
Reproductive Biology. “We are 
heading toward developing the 
capacity" to do this, "and I 
wouldn’t doubt that, if we could do 
it with mice eggs, there would be 
some people who would like to try it 
with human eggs. 

“I'm sure that would raise lively 
ethical issues that society would 
have to wrestle with, about whether 
this was an appropriate application 
of genetic technology to human 
beings." 

Of course the researchers, as 
they will emphasize to you, are not 
working to develop fatherless mice 
because they want to make males 
obsolete. Scientists did hot develop

Little support for U.S. draft of women 


WASHINGTON (AP). — President 
Jimmy Carter's proposal on Friday 
to register women for a potential 
military conscription drew quick 
opposition in Congress and predic- 
tions it will be rejected. 


Carter's proposal to register men, 
but would reject registration of 
women. 


'Tin sure he realizes it will not 
pass," said Rep. Richard White, a 
Texas Democrat who chairs the 
House of Representatives Armed 
Services Subcommittee that will 
get Carter’s recommendations. 


“The Speaker of the House said it 
overwhelmingly will not pass," 
White said. “It's no secret." 

Speaker Thomas O'Neill has said 
he told the White Houee last month 
the House probably would approve 


Senate Democratic leader Robert 
Byrd favours registering men. but 
has taken no position on Including 
women. He told reporters last week 
he is not sure how the Senate will 
vote. 

White said, “I think the president 
is making a* gesture to certain 
groups who feel women should be 
treated equally In all respects, bad 
as well as good." 


“But there's no way In the world 
that anyone in the White Houee or 
the Pentagon could regard registra- 
tion of women as being in the in- 


terests of national security," White 
said. “Why should we have this tur- 
moil at this time?" 

According to an AP survey,’ 
female conscription Is absolutely 
taboo in most other countries of the 
world, even in wartime. 

Israel and Rumania are among 
the few nations with compulsory 
military conscription for women, 
although many countries hav$l 
women volunteers In their armed; 
forces. Rarely do they serve in' 
potentially . hazardous combat- 
ready roles. 

.Carter took pains in Friday's an- 
nouncement to indicate that 
American women would serve In 
non-combat, support duty. ■ 


Helsinki group: U.S. spy ‘charter’ would 

Exile of Sakharov • ^ Trf 
violates Soviet law CIA S secrecy 




MOSCOW (AP). — The banishment 
of dissident physicist Andrei 
Sakharov is a frightening example 
of the abuse of Soviet law. 
Moscow's “Helsinki" human rights 
monitoring group said on Thurs- 
day. 

In a statement distributed to 
Western correspondents, the panel 
said Soviet law does not provide for 
such "administrate exile” 
without trial, the supposed statute 
under which Sakharov was sent to 
the closed city of Gorky last month. 
It called the banishment of 
Sakharov "a frightening precedent 
for every free-thinker in our coun- 
try." 

, ‘"The pride and conscience of our 
-country is proclaimed" a -criming 
and subjected ter criminal ‘‘punish- 
ment in violation of the law, the 
Constitution and international 
agreements on human rights," the 
Helsinki group statement said. 

It was signed by Sakharov’s wife, 
Yelena Bonner, mathematician 
Naum Melman and four other 
members of the paneL Sakharov 
himself was not a member of the 
group, but he worked closely with it 
In gathering and disseminating in- 
formation about Soviet dissidents. 


WASHINGTON (AP). — A propos- 
ed charter governing U.S. In; 
telligence agencies, introduced Fri- 
day In the Senate, would allow 
domestic spying on Americana and 
let the CIA keep its secrets more 
secret.

■region. In such a situation Iraq 
would inevitably be swamped. 

Hence its passionate cham- 
pionship of non-alignment, and its 
equal opposition both to Soviet In- 
cursion and to America's current 
search for Middle East military 
facilities, u*-*r* ; - "Mi jm "JiJr. »»«»: 
’-With its own fate -at stake, Iraq is • 
watching the evolution of the Ira- 
nian drama with great anxiety. 

If Khomeini's Islamic Shia 
republic consolidates itself, it Is 
bound, in the Iraqi view, to covet 
southern Iraq, home of the coun- 
try's large Shia population and of 
the Shia holy cities of Najaf and 
Kerbela, where Khomeini lived and 
acquired considerable influence 
during his 15-year exile. 

In an attempt to destroy this in- 
fluence, Iraqi propaganda con- 
stantly blackens Khomeini's name. 
Thus Iraq is the only Arab country 
apart from Egypt to denounce the 
ayatollah as a false Moslem and a 
menace to the area. 

If, on the other hand, the com- 
munists In Iran come out on top, the 
danger to Iraq will be no less. They 
have many accounts to settle with 
the Ba’ath. 

Worst of all would be an a ll ia n ce 
of communists and Shia radicals in 
effective control of Iran. Such an 
alliance already exists, and 
tirelessly attacks Iraq In Arable- 
language broadcasts, in leaflet 
campaigns, even In graffiti on 
Western streets. 

To counter Its campaign, Iraq has 


taken the offensive Into Iran, len- 
ding aid to the Arabic-speaking 
minority of Khuzlstan in the south- 
west, to the Iranian Kurds in the 
north, as well as to the Azerbaijanis 
and Baluchis. Encouraging ethnic 
and sectarian autonomists In Iran 
Is Iraq's best defence against Its 
revolutionary neighbour. 

The confrontation between Iran 
and Iraq la a confrontation between 
the two most active forces in the 
Middle East today. Each presents a 
model of society in competition for 
the hearts and minds of the area. 

In contrast to the Iranian model 
of society, Iraq’s model Is secular, 
socially progressive, and in favour 
of Western technology and civilisa- 
tion — r although It robustly rejects 
jany -him-of Western dominance. - 
■ Fuelled 1 by -oU- wealth, Saddam 
Hussain’s Iraq Is doing as good a 
job as any developing country 
anywhere. It can boast of full 
employment, high wages, a 
burgeoning Industrial base, lavish 
welfare servloes, and an Im- 
pressive Investment In education, 
among other achievements. 

It la the ambition of Sa d dam Hus- 
sain to export this model of society 
to other Arab countries by 
demonstrating Its superiority over 
Khomeini's Islamic Republic, over 
the Islamic conservatism of the 
Saudi royal house and also over : 
Libya's eccentric Islamic pop- 
ulism. 

Since his accession last July 
(after 11 years of being the real 
power in the ruling party he 
fashioned) , a cult of the personality 
of the Leader-President, as he is 
called, has developed, No oppose 
tion to him ia tolerated and rivals 
are got rid of with traditional Iraqi 
dispatch. 

But for all his despotism, he is 
well liked in Iraq. In the anxious 
times ahead, most of his fellow 
citizens, the communists always 
accepted, are glad to have so 
decisive a man at the top. (ON 8) 




Bani-Sadr heads for 
clash with militants

He was also unequivocal In his 
Condemnation of the Soviet' inva- 
sion of Afghanistan, promising 
military, financial, and di p lomatic 
assistance to the rebels. 

Of the students, he . said that, 
wfctl* they represented the desire of 
thdlraaian people never again to be 
donrinated by tbe Americans, he 
did, not agree with everything they 
dlA He called the taking of the U.B. 
diplomats, as hostages against the 
rethra of the Shah, “aminer affair" 
thqt could. easily be resolved. 

And he has made the sort of state- 
ment on Afghanistan that the 
Americans have bean hoping an 
Iranian leader .would make. “The 
Russians are at our doors,” he said 
in an interview with Le Monde. If 
they succeed in reaching the warm 
seas of the Persian Gulf they would 
not only control Iran, but the whole , 
of the Middle East s-yd the Indian 
subcontinent" - 

By contemporary Iranian stan- 
dards Sadr Is . a moderate and a 
moderate ongtxpnggrqund. He has 
not only received^ an overwhelming 
mandate from ' the Iranian elec- 
. torate — in Teheran it la estimated 
that he polled 70 per cent of the 
■votes — but he speaks at a time 
-when many Iranians have 
demonstrated they are fixing of the 


revolutionary circus. 

Sadr, who is 46, will be President 
for four years. Above him will be 
Ayatollah Khomeini and a council 
of clergy. Below him the extent of 
his power will be governed by the 
complexion of the new parliament 
to be elected shortly. Beneath 
parliament will be the mob, always 
ready to act in the name of 
Khomeini — and to be exploited by 
any post-Khomeini Mark Antony 
bent on making mischief. 

Sadr's main problem is how far 
be can go in controlling the wilder 
elements of the clergy, whose in- 
terference at all levels of public life 
has brought chaos and a moribund 
economy. Although he beat the 
presidential candidate of the 
Islamic Republican Party, there is 
no doubt that, for the moment, he 
enjoys Khomeini's support Nor is 
there any doubt that he would go 
out of office very quickly if that sup- 
port was ever withdrawn. 

Two months ago Sadr made a 
statement hinting that the 
American hostages should be 
released. It cost him his job as 
Foreign Minister — he was replac- 
ed by Sadegb Ghotbzadeh — 
although he stayed on In the 
Ministry of Finance. At the same 
time it was uncertain whether he 
had Incurred the displeasure of 
Khomeini himself or the theocrats 
in the Revolutionary Council, of 
which he was one of the few civilian 
members. 

Since his election he has made at 
least one veiled criticism of the 
Revolutionary Council, leading to 
speculation that he has Khomeini's 
blessing If he tries to bring the more 
uncompromising elements, in- 
toxicated by hatred of America, 
back to reality. When be was asked 
by Le Monde why Iran had done so 


Sadr rtarted his political ac- 
tivities during the Mossadegh up- 
rising in the early 1950s, which was 
defeated when the CIA organised a 
counter-coup and the return of the 
young Shah, who had fled to Rome. 

During the bloody suppression of 
the mosque-inspired riots over land 
reform In 1963, which resulted In 
Khomeini being sent Into exile, he 
was wounded and spent four 
months in prison. Afterwards he 
left Iran for France, where he 
studied economics and published 
two books which portrayed Iran as 
being In the hands of a 
megalomaniac who had mortgaged 
it to foreigners. 

In the late i960* and early 1970s 
being an active opponent of the 
Shah seemed one of the world's 
more hopeless and dangerous 
causes, but Sadr was quick to 
realise that a revolution could be 
built around Khomeini. 

He was one of his earliest sup- 
porters and made sure he was 
aboard the Air France Boeing 747 
which returned the ayatollah to 
Iran last February after an absence 
of 16 years, 

Shrewdly, he refused a place In 
Mchdl Bazargan's cabinet and 
became a member of the 
Revolutionary Council. He is con- 
sidered to have been close to the 
clerics who devised Iran's Islamic 
Constitution. 

SAdr is said to be a devout 
Moslem and his political philosophy 
seems to encompass a loose sort of 
''Islamic Socialism" — he wants to 
nationalise banks — without being 
of. the Left. He probably has the 
support of Iran’s Marxists, whose 
own candidate was banned from 
laking part in the elections. This In 
itself could prove an embarrass- 
ment In any future confrontation 
with the clergy. fONSj

Moscow’s Mideast letter 


The Syrian troopa stayed on In Lebanon under a man- 
date from the Arab League after helping to end the 
Lebanese civil war In which 60,000 people died. 

Syria earlier pulled its forces out of Sid on, south of 
Beirut, toward the eastern Lebanese Beka Valley, in an- 
ticipation of what It said was the possibility of a confron- 
tation with Israel. 

But diplomatic sources sold the Syrian troop 
movements appeared to have more a political than a 
military objective. 

•‘It's the Syrian way of trying to get people thinking 
about the Middle Blast problem again," one Western 
diplomat said. 

The sources said that the Syrian redeployment coin- 
cided with efforts by Damascus to refocus regional 
attention from Moscow's military thurst Into 
Afghanistan. 

i The redeployment also coincided with Arab protests 
against the normalization of relations between Egypt 
and Israel, they added. 

Reports that the Syrians were planning a withdrawal 
from Beirut took Lebanese politicians by surprise. 

Diplomatic sources said the proposed pull-out in- 
dicated that the Syrians did not want to go on being a 
punchbag for Lebanese warring factions. 

Nevertheless, they added they wen not surprised 
that the regrouping of Syrian forces had made the 
Israelis extra-watchful. 

Last week Syrian President Assad and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko pledged to step up coopera- 
tion between their two states. 

The Kremlin la the chief supplier of weapons to Presi- 
dent Assad's 200,000-strong army and has pledged to 
match the advanced arms that Israel receives from the 
U.3. (UPI, Reuter)

WASHINGTON. - The sledge- 
hammer approach that the Soviet 
Union wielded against the former 
Amin government in Afghanistan 
has shaken the world's geopolitical 
balance of power. 

And that is precisely what it was 
meant to do: oust an overly brutal 
Soviet client government, and at 
the same time send a resounding 
message to Washington and Peking 
that Moscow is unhappy with the 
emerging shift in world politics. 

This dual aspect of the 
Afghanistan invasion recalls the 
sudden Soviet occupation of 
Czechoslovakia In August, 1968, 
when hundreds of thousands of 
Soviet troops were airlifted Into 
Czech airports within a matter of 
days, all for the purpose of ousting 
a liberal Czech leader. 

Then, as now, a much lighter 
touch at far less cost In world public 
opinion could have achieved the 
political alms of the Soviet Union. 
But in both cases, the massive 
nature of the invasions was dictated 
by broader considerations In- 
volving Soviet relations with the big 
powers. 

In the months preceding the 1968 
invasion of Czechoslovakia, U.S.- 
Soviet and Chinese-Soviet relations 
were worsening. The U.3. was mov- 
ing toward development of on and- 
balUstlc missile system that could 
.have nullified the Soviet missile 
deterrent against the U.S. And just 
one week before the Invasion, the 
U.8. successfully flight-tested a 
multiple warhead, thus greatly in- 
creasing its offensive nuclear 
capability. In the Far East, the 
Russians and Chinese were rapidly 
building up frontier forces that led 
to a mini-war In March of the 
following year. 

Thus, the Soviet's Intent in the 
massive occupation of 
Czechoslovakia was two- pronged. 
It aimed to oust the Dubcek regime, 
but also to force the central 
geopolitical Issue, of the time: real 


detente, or back to the cold war. 

Just as In 1968, U.S.-Soviet 
detente has been coming apart in 
recent months. The U.S. has been 
accusing the Russians of pushing a 
military modernisation 
programme that is tilting the 
balance heavily in favour of the 
Warsaw Pact Forces. And the 
Soviets accuse the U.S. of upping Its 
military posture through the big 
new MX missile programme, crea- 
tion of a Middle East strike force 
and a new Indian Ocean 5th fleet, 
and especially, the NATO decision 
to install Pershing and cruise 
nuclear missiles In Western 
Europe. 

Particularly unnerving to the 
Soviets — who have always been 
more concerned by political than 
strictly economic or military fac- 
tors — was the unexpected support 
tor the NATO missile decision by 
West Germany’s Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt, with whom the 
Soviets have been attempting to 
reach separate accommodations. 

But these destabilising 
developments alone probably 
would not have moved the Soviets 
to the point of carrying out so 
massive on invasion. It took more 
— and there was more — striking 
the Russians right In their political 
solar plexus. 

What tipped the balance was the 
recent swing in the triangular 
balance that governs U.S.-Slno- 
Soviet relations. Slno-Soviet 
relations have been worsening 
since the breakdown of the Moscow 
talks last November. And — even 
more alarming to the Soviets — 
U.S.-Chtna relations have been 
evolving towards what looks In- 
creasingly like a de-facto military 
alliance, despite Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance’s denials. 

Since 1999, only one power in the 
world has upset, frightened and 
confused the Soviet Union, and that 
Is China. It is the spot of irrationali- 
ty In an otherwise cautious and 
calculating Soviet foreign policy. 


China has been an unsettling fac- 
tor for the Soviet Union In many 
ways: on the geopolitical level, on 
the problem of border tensions, and 
lately over Afghanistan. Ever since 
the Tarakl coup In Afghanistan In 
April, 1978, the Soviet union has ac- 
cused the Chinese and the 
Americans of aiding and abetting 
Afghan rebels along the Afghan- 
Paklstan border. 

For many years, the Chinese 
have been slowly weaving a belt of 
de facto alliances with Pakistan, 
Iran (before tbe Islamic 
Revolution), and Egypt — all 
designed to form an arc of contain- 
ment against the Soviet t Unlon's 
southern flank. 

The U.S.. meanwhile, relied on its 
own alliances, embodied in 
CENTO, to separate the .Soviets 
from the oil fields of the Gulf. 

It has been a cardinal principle of 
U.S. -Soviet detente since the Nixon 
Administration's opening to China 
that normalization of U.S. -China 
relations was acceptable, but 
alliance was not. Secret U.S. 
breakthroughs on detente with 
Moscow and Peking occurred 
almost simultaneously in 
December, 1970. No such 
simultaneous agreements would 
have been possible without an un- 
derstanding — however tacit — that 
in no case would the U.S. line up 
with one against the other. 

All during the Nixon years, the 
even-handed approach to both 
Moscow and Peking prevailed. It 
wavered a little during the Ford 
years, but not much. Under Carter, 
It first seemed as if National Securi- 
ty Advisor Zbigniew BrzezhxtM'a 
anti-Soviet line would tip the 
balance, but then U.S. -China 
relations were left to simmer. 

When diplomatic recognition of 
the U.S. and China coincided with 
the fighting between China and 
Vietnam, it again seemed that an 
alliance was in the making, but 
then U.S.-8oviet detente made a 
comeback with tbe signing of tbe 



SALT H agreement. 

But in tbe last few months, 
something happened to change all 
this. And among the many vortices 
of change, the central historical 
event Is the Iranian Revolution. 
Iran's revolution not only toppled 
the Shah. It also cracked the cen- 
tral link In the CENTO arc. 

While the Shah's collapse might 
have been considered pleasing to 
the Soviets, in fact there have been 
no hosannas of acclaim for the 
ayatollah from Moscow. 

Aside from the Soviet anxiety 
about so strange a revolution as 
that In Iran, there is the Soviets' 
fear that the CENTO arc, once con- 
ceived as hemming them in but 
gradually viewed as a means of 
stabilising the region, has become 
fluid and uncontrollable, and 
nothing so terrifies the control- 
minded Soviets as a situation out of 
control. And no revolution In recent 
times has been, deliberately or not, 
so fluid and uncontrollable as the 
groundswell rising of Islamic Iran. 

The Iranian revolution is not' a 
simple power vacuum caused by 
the collapse of one strong regime 
and ensuing chaos. It is a pulsating 
force sparking flames of Islamic 
revolt and consciousness in other 
countries, notably Afghanistan, 
where the diverse anti-Kabul fac- 
tions at least agree on their Islamic 
identity. The fact that there Is no 
functioning government In Teheran 
unnerves all powers that have 
dealings with Iran. 

For the Soviets, the uncon- 
trollable situation in the entire mid- 
dle East has been a key factor In 
pushing the U.S. into closer 
collaboration with China, 
strengthening NATO, and raising 
Its defence effort. 

The Soviet strike into 
Afghanistan, aside from the aim of 
ousting the Amin regime, can thus 
be seen as a shrill — If dangerous — 
warning to the U.S. and China to go 
back to detente or face a new odd 
war. (Gemini)

TEL AVIV. — Israel's Davis Cup 
hopes against Switzerland received 
a severe setback over the weekend, 
as the Swiss established a 2-1 lead 
in the third-round European zone 
indoor Davis Cup tie between the 
two countries in Winterthur, near 
Zurich. The contest ends tMs even- 
ing, with reverse singles matches. 

After splitting the two singles on 
Friday, Israel's Shlomo G licks te In 
and Steve Krulevitz were outplayed 
to the tune of 8-4. 6-3. 7-0 by the 

brothers Heinz and Markus 
Guenthardt in yesterday’s vital 
doubles. 

World Star Heinz, who celebrated 
his 22nd birthday on Friday, was 
the star of the quartet, as be and his 
-older brother dominated play at tbe 
net against two opponents who 
generally lacked aggression. The 
hosts reeled off five games In a row 
after trailing 0-3 in the opening set, 
and from then on the Issue was 
never In doubt. 

GUckstein. 22, and 28-year-old 
Krulevltz. pairing up far the first 
time In the Davis Cup, both looked 
rather tired after their long singles 
matches, and it was somewhat sur- 
prising that non-playing captain 
Joseph Stabholz and coach Ron 
Steele did not introduce Israel's 
new cap Dave Schneider — a 
former South African tennis star — 
Into the doubles Une-up. 

GUckstein, now ranked 67th in the 
world after his recent purple patch 
In Scandinavia and Australia, need- 
ed more than 3 'A hours to get the 
better of Swiss No. 2 Roland 
Stadler, 30, in the opening singles. 
The Israeli champion, who Is often 
a slow starter, found himself 2-6. 4-8 
down against his little-known but 
talented opponent. However. 
GUckstein made a commendable 
recovery and went from strength to 
strength as he took the next three 
sets 6-3. 6-3, 6*0. 

With the tie only starting at 8 p.m. 
before a capacity crowd of 1,500 
people.

One of tHer-mpat liberal views of 
amateurism cairffe- from the very 
fellow who revived the Olympics, 
Pierre de Coubertln. Listen to what 
he was writing during the early' 
1900s: 

“Sports to me was a religion, with 
church, dogmas, services and so 
on, but especially a religious feel- 
ing, and I found it just as childish to 
relate all that to the fact that an 
athlete had received half-a-crown, 
as declaring outright that the 
parish verger was of necessity an 
unbeliever because he was paid to 
serve in the sanctuary." 

So Coubertln would be for Wilt 
Chamberlain playing Olympic 
basketball regardless qf how much 
money he was being paid. He was 
for open Olympics before the 
revival began, in 1696, but willing to 
bend for enough to satisfy the 
British at first and later the 
amateur's amateur, the late Avery 
Brundage. 

The code of amateurism in the 
late 19th century came from 
England — and mirrored the notion 
that Bport was a gentleman’s game. 


one ceased to be an amateur: 

• By accepting a cash prize. 

• By competing against a 
professional. 

• By receiving a salary as a 
teacher or instructor of physical ex- 
ercise. 

• By taking part In competition 
open to all comers. 

That certainly limited the field. 
Gradually, this elitist Idea began to 
fall from favour. The field hands 
also were allowed to run and jump 
in their underwear. And blacks. 
And women. 

The amendments to Rule 26 also 
allow an amateur to accept, within 
the rules of each federation, food 
and lodging, transportation, pocket 
money for incidental expenses, in- 
surance. equipment and clothing, 
medical treatment and compensa- 
tion for wages lost during training 
and participation. 

That last addition, known as 
broken-time payments, is especial- 
ly useful to U.S. athletes, whose 
careers often ended when their 
scholarships ran out, or when they 
were forced to work for a living. 


Guenthardt. The Israeli, who baa 
climbed an astonishing 213 places 
up the world singles rankings in the 
past three months, showed in 
Australia that he has tbe capacity 
to heat some of the top Inter- 
national players on the pro circuit, 
though he has never yet defeated 
such a highly-ranked opponent as 
Guenthardt. Israel, therefore, to 
down but not yet out against 
Switzerland, in her attempt to 
reach the Davis Cup quarter-finals 
for the first time ever. 

To date. Israel has competed in 34 
cup matches, of which she has 
come out on top in eight. Tbe 
winner of the tie in Winterthur 
meets Hungary in next month's 
quarter-finals. 

Yesterday, Hungary took an un- 
beatable 3-0 lead over Bulgaria 
after wihhlng the doubles on the se- 
cond day of their third round Davis 
Cup match in Sofia, Bulgaria. 

In Paris, France took a 2 - 2 lead 
over the Soviet Union in the Euro- 
pean Zone of the Davis Cup when 
Yannick Noah teamed up with 
Pascal Portes to defeat Vadim 
Borisov and Timur az Kakulyla 8- 
4 .6-4 .6-4 yesterday. In Tasmania. 
Australia won Its Eastern Zone 
Davis Cup semi-final tie against 
Japan yesterday. The doubles pair 
of Mark Edmondson and Brad 
Drewett gave Australia an un- 
beatable 3-0 lead when they 
defeated Japan's Jun Kamlwazuml 
and Shin -Ic hi Sakamoto. 

' In Brussels. Bernard Soileau of 
Belgium beat Austria's Peter Feigl 
in a match ending early today to 
level the score 1-1 In a third round 
European Zone Davis Cup tie. 

Borg crushes Vilas 

BOCA RATON. Florida <UPI). — 
Sweden's Bjorn Borg, playing at his 
patient best, demolished Argenti- 
nian Guillermo Vilas for the 10th 
straight time, 6-2, 6-1, on Friday 
and advanced to today's final of the 
$300,000 Grand Slam of Tennis. 

It was also the seventh straight 
Grand Slam victory for Borg, who. 
has won all three previous titles. 

His match today will be with the 
winner of yesterday's other semi- 
final match between John McEnroe 
and Vitas Gerulaitto, with a top 
prize of $190,000 at stake. 

Despite several long rallies on the 
slow clay surface, it took Borg one 
hour and 22 minutes to polish' off 
VUas and continue the 10-match 
streak that dates back to 1976. 


Still, while these rules apply to all 
amateurs, all amateurs do not 
benefit from them. The federation 
of a popular sport may be able to 
give the athlete everything to which 
he is entitled; the federation of an 
obscure sport may not be able to 
provide anything. 

Much of the.dejbate abont 
amateurism and the Olympics — 
their obvious commercialism and 
Inequities among sports and 
athletes — has always centred on 
the winter games, which began in 
1924. 

Brundage long considered the 
Winter Games little more than a 
collection of sham-amateur skiers 
and women figures skaters whose 
mission In life was to sign a minion , 
dollar contract 14 mbrntes after 
accepting a gold medaL 

The IOCs next goal should be to 
make the games completely honest 
and sensible. The Frerident's Com- 
mission on Olympic Sports 
suggested several years ago that 
athletes be considered amateur if 
they are paid for anything except 
competing in their event. 

In other words, Skeets Nehemlah 
could earn a living for all his track- 
related skills, but could not be paid 
to run the hurdles. Why not carry 
that to the logical conclusion? Why 
not knock down that final barrier?

Liverpool go ahead by 
2 points after 5-3 win 


LONDON (UPI). — League cham- 
pion Liverpool, sparked by a David 
Fairclough hat trick, came from 
behind to score a pulsating 5-3 win 
over Norwich yesterday and move 
two points clear at the top of the 
First Division of the English Soccer 
League. 

Veteran Martin Peters stunned 
the Merseyaiders when he headed 
Norwich ahead after only 75 
seconds but Fairclough, tagged 
' ‘Super Sub” for his habit of scoring 
goals after being called up from the 
substitutes* bench, shot Liverpool 
level just three minutes later. 

Alan Hansen beat three men in a 
, dazzling 70-yard run before laying on 
ia simple chance for Fairclough to put 
Liverpool 2-1 up in the 18th but 
Kevin Reeves kept Norwich in the 
match when he volleyed home from 
a Graham Paddon header to make 
it 2-2. 

Fairclough nicked his third in the 
75th as Liverpool seemed set to 
coast home comfortably but black 
striker Justin Fashanu shot on the 
turn one minute later to bring.

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Hl-conceived initiative 


BRITAIN appears to be preparing a two-pronged Middle East 
Initiative which would seek to amend the 2 42 UN Security Coun- 
cil resolution of 1967 towards unequivocal acceptance of “the 
rights of the Palestinian people." At the same time London is 
also pushing towards West European support for the prepara- 
tion of a new international conference on the Israeli- Arab con- 
flict. 

Signs for this new British initiative were apparent even before 
last week's address of Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington 
before the House of Lords. While paying lip-service to the peace 
treaty betwe&i Israel and Egypt, Lord Carrington clearly took 
advantage of the Afghanistan crisis to push towards full Palesti- 
nian involvement in the peace process. The fact that Israel, 
Egypt and the U.S. have been negotiating hard for over two 
years in an attempt to resolve this thorny issue seems to have 
been lost on the British Foreign Secretary — and not by coin- 
cidence. 

Why the British of all people should be so interested in being 
the point-man for this ill-conceived initiative Is not entirely 
clear. There is, of course, the traditional anti-Israel bias of the 
British Foreign Ministry. This has recently been strengthened 
by the personal changes brought about at Whitehall by the 
Conservative government, despite Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's personal friendship to Israel. 

A much likelier explanation is that Whitehall, in espousing 
this new initiative, is taking on itself the groundbreaking job 
that the U.S. State Department cannot be seen to be doing in a 
presidential election ■ year. There is remarkable similarity 
between Lord Carrington's arguments and the line the State 
Department spokesmen in the region sought to adopt a month 
ago. Both are linking the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and the 
attempt to set up an anti-Soviet front among Arab oil states with 
the need to press Israel for concessions on the Palestinian issue. 
It is just too much of a coincidence to be ignored. 

The timing, however, would seem to be a bit premature, for it 
is unlikely that the U.S. will be able to support openly a new 
policy that can only undermine whatever progress has been 
made under the Egypt-Israel peace initiative-, ' before the 
presidential elections are safely over. 

. At the same time, however, it should be clear that the 
Americans, Ambassador Sol Linowits’s optimistic statements 
notwithstanding, are also preparing for the possibility of the 
failure of the tri-partlte talks on West Bank and Gaza autonomy. 
European support, and even pressure, to return to the old 
Geneva conference strategy, could mesh very well with State 
Department desires for a return to a similar policy direction 
after the November elections. 

The success of such a reversal of policy is not necessarily in 
the bag. It should be clear, however, that it will take much work 
an the part of the Israel government and of Israeli diplomats to 
ensure that the U.S. and its major European allies do not aban- 
don the Egypt! an-Israel peace process. For the risks entailed in 
going to Geneva with PLO participation, with or without the 

goviet Union, are too obvious. 

‘it would be advisable for the government in its discussions on 
future policy in the West Bank — scheduled to begin today — to 
take full account of the foreign policy implications of its deci- 
sion; 

Prime Minister and acting Foreign Minister Menahem Begin 
would also do well to resuscitate the Foreign Ministry from its 
present state of atrophy and demoralisation to fit it for the 
urgent task of battling the new diplomatic threats looming just 
over the horizon. 


Flouting the law 


A BILL authored by former Transport Minister Meir Amit to 
suspend the legal immunity of Knesset members in one area on- 
ly, traffic offences, failed to find support either on the govern- 
ment or the opposition benches. Nor — so far — has Tamar 
Eshel's counter-proposal that the country's legislators offer 
voluntarily to pay their traffic fines, without forfeiting their 
parliamentary privileges. 

The reason for exempting Knesset representatives from the 
pains and penalties of the law is to make them independent of 
the powers-that-be. Their job is to represent the interests of 
their constituents. They are able to criticize the government, ex- 
pose its wrongdoings, deny their vote when the Cabinet’s sur- 
vival is at stake — and do all that with complete impunity. 

The authorities may not arrest them under any pretext or pre- 
vent their attendance during a critical vote, because Knesset 
Members — all of them, Jewish and Arab, right and left — are in 
most repeats above the law, to a degree unknown In almost any 
other parliamentary body anywhere in the world. 

But that does not mean they should flout the law. They are not 
privileged members of society; they have to abide by the rules 
like everybody else. Since they make the statutes, they should 
be the first to comply with them, as an example to the general 
public. 

Otherwise, their motives might be misunderstood. The 
policeman who stops a Knesset member for speeding or 
dangerous driving or failing to halt at a red light is Uable to see 
the prestigious credentials the offender waves before him as a 
form of pratektsia. 

Mr. Amit's bill, if passed into law, would not interfere with the 
necessary prerogatives of Israel's parliamentarians. Nor does 
it invert the government with any powers not possessed before. 
His colleagues would still be immune from imprisonment. They 
would only be relieved of some privileges dreamed up when 
Israel was much younger and parliamentary fear of the ex- 
ecutive much greater than proved to be warranted. 

All the controversial proposal does is remind the represen- 
tatives sitting in Israel's sovereign assembly that they are sub- 
ject to the traffic laws like everybody else, and will be fined if 
they infringe them — like everybody else. Is there anything 
wrong with that? 
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"PRAYER AND ECUMENISM” 

The Fourth Lecture: "The Identity of Christian Spirituality and 
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THE ANTI-ISRAELI and antl- 
Jewish diatribe of Egyptian 
Premier Hassan Tohaml did not 
surprise Tehiya MK Moshe Shamir. 
It confirmed his suspicions of Egyp- 
tian Intentions 'to use the peace 
treaty to achieve “the withering 
away” of Israel. 

“The peace agreement will turn 
out to have been the biggest hoax in 
modern history. In two years* time, 
when Sadat gets hack all of Sinai, 
we will see what a big fraud this 
peace has been.” he says with pas- 
sion. The right-wing MK is con- 
vinced that Sadat has not really 
changed his basic convictions, in- 
cluding his youthful admiration for 
Germany. 

What pains him is "how Begin 
has let Sadat lead him on.’’ The 
premier held different views not so 
long ago. be notes. During a crisis 
in the negotiations in 1978, when the 
Egyptian press was attacking 
Begin as a "Shylock," Shamir 
wrote a sharp critique of Cairo’s In- 
tentions (in “Ma'ariv"). When he 
met the premier in the Knesset, 
Shamir relates. Begin con- 
gratulated him, saying: “It’s not as 
harsh as an article I am writing for 
the “New York Times” entitled 
‘Mr. Sadat’s Whims.*” Two days 
later. Shamir notes. Begin received 
a message from President Carter 
inviting to Camp David, and 
the article was never put Into print. 

Shamir is going to the U.S. "to 
sound the alarm” in a series of 
coast-to-coast lectures in the main 
Jewish centres and will visit Mon- 
treal to meet with the Canadian 
Friends of Tehiya. Later this year, 
he will go to Washington D.C. to ad- 
dress the founding conference of 
the American Friends of Tehiya 
with Prof. Yuval Ne’e man and 
fellow MK Geula Cohen. He looks to 
American Jewry for support after 
American oil in responded 
enthusiastically to an advertise- 
ment Tehiya placed in The 
Jerusalem Post. 

Shamir holds that the tremen- 
dous reserves of enthusiasm among 
American Jews which poured out 
Into the open in 1948, 1967 and 1978, 
could be tapped again if the right 
kind of approach were employed. 
His message to them Is that Israel 
can be rescued from Its “present 
crisis caused by Be gin’s sell-out 
and fostering of the illusion that 
Sadat has given us peace. There is 
no need to cancel the treaty, he 
says. It can be left to die a natural 
death from benign neglect. 

He speaks of a “spiritual 
tiredness” In Israel, “with too 
many people wishing to sweep 
Zionism under the rug.” To counter 
this, he restates what be considers 
to be the classic concept of the

Zionist struggle: “War is a terrible 
thing. Yet It has been a necessary 
part of our struggle. And we must 
stop regarding it as a dirty word If 
we wish to survive.” 

Hits message, - he believes, will 
find a receptive audience In 
America, “now awakening from 
the reveries of detente after Iran 
and Afghanistan.. .We can prevent a 
Middle East Munich if we explain, 
things properly to the . American 
public,” he says. The mood of 
appeasement gripping the West 
might, he hopes, be replaced by a 
willingness for the showdown so far 
avoided at great cost to the free 
world. 

He discerns a sizeable dumber of 
appeasers among U.S. policy- 
makers, who sought to obfuscate 
the strategic interest shared by 
Israel and the U.S. of keeping 
Soviet expansionism at bay, 
because they do not wish to admit 
that "the real Ideological struggle 
in the Middle East- Is- between 
Zionism and Communism.” He 
fears that Israel may be betrayed 
by those who have endeavoured to 
push It back to the pre-1967 lines 
without any real peace insight and 
would seek to detach parts of the 
country, like Galilee. 

He blames Premier Begin “for 
having enabled the U.8. to talk in 
terms of sacrificing Israel for an 
anti-Soviet Moslem front,” which 
he sees os “sinful” as the ease with 
which the Premier negotiated away 
the Sinai oilfields. "It may yet turn 
out to have been his fatal mistake. 
A barrel of oil from the Alma field 
cost $19, and by next year we will be 
asked to pay $45 to $50 a barrel, and 
where will we get that much money 
from?" _ . 


IS TEHIYA the repository of un- 
diluted, latter-day Revisionism? To 
Shamir the question is Irrelevant 
and distasteful. "Revisionism gave 
us the Begin of today. Lota of 
political declarations, but little con- 
cern for concrete action in the field. 
They never cared about settlement 
work, did they?”

Sir, — We refer to Alan Eisner’s 
article of January 2 concerning the 
State Comptroller’s report on 
Magen David Adorn. and would like 
to reply to the section of the article 
concerning the Jerusalem Branch 
of M.D.A. 

1. Lists of those invited to branch 
general meetings exist. The in- 
vitations were prepared by 
volunteers and dispatched by Israel 
postal services. Postal date stamps 
appear on the invitations sent. 

2. Branch executive meetings 
were fixed as needs demanded. We 
did not feel the need to trouble the 
members of the executive, who oc- 
cupy their posts on & voluntary 
basis, when there was no business 
to discuss. We thought that 
protocols of a body consisting of 
volunteers need not be kept in 
writing. Following the remarks of 
the Comptroller, we are 
meticulously keeping written, and 
signed protocols of meetings. 


3. The Doctors’ duty roster was 
fixed according to the requests of 
the doctors. When the regulations 
were layed down 13 years ago, we 
anticipated that doctors would wait 
in turn for their turn of duty. To our 
dismay, we have to chase after doc- ■ 
tors to fill the roster and their is no 
possibility for the committee to 
arrange the roster. 


4. Storehouses are placed at our 
'disposal by the Jerusalem 
Municipality. There is no reason to 
acquire equipment when' no 
suitable storage place exists. Our 
principal worry was to locate 
suitable storage places, scattered 
throughout the -city for security 
reasons. 

5. The ambulance drivers kept a 
record of their journeys. The 
criticism of the Comptroller cen- 
tred on his opinion that it did not 
suffice if the doctor accompanying 
the ambulance driver kept detailed 
records of each journey. At the end 
of the work day, the driver would 
record the total number of journeys 
and total distance on the basis of 
the doctor's record. 

6. The branch executive decided 
on a campaign to collect ILIOm., to 
be Invested In order to cover day-to- 
day expenditures. The investment 
of the fund was entrusted to the 
securities department of Bank 
Leumi. The Comptroller's criticism 
was that all decisions on buying and 
selling of securities should be 
recorded in our protocols. 

Finally, we would like to mention 
that the Comptroller praised the 
level of services and treatment 
given by our branch.

When Begin came back 
from his first visit to Washington in 
July 1977, in & state of euphoria 
over his reception by Carter, I 
warned him: ‘Carter won't give us 
a charter.'

"The military junta ruling Egypt 
does not intend tackling the 
problems of its 50 million in- 
habitants through peace. They have 
not dropped their intention to hve 
off the rest of the Arab world, which 
they hold it is their natural right to 
lead. The Sadat regime’s 
philosophy Is an extension of 
Nasser's ’three circles' (of Egyp- 
tian Influence) encompassing Li- 
byan oil wealth, as well as Syria, 
and the Land of Israel.” 

He Is aware of a growing mood 
among Israelis favouring a return 
to the 1967 lines, and warns: “The 
moment we move back, we will be 
faced with the same problems that 
confronted us before 1967, .and we 
will be in & weaker position, 
because the autonomy scheme as 
envisaged by Sadat has to produce . 
a Palestinian state. There will be 
revived demands for Galilee and 
the Ramle-Lydda area. The Arabs 
are riding a wave of euphoria, just 
as we did in 1967. Their great hero is 
the Ayatollah Khomeini, and they 
hail him for spitting in the faces of 
the Europeans and the 
Americans.” 

The suggestion that after four 
wars it might be worthwhile taking 
• a risk for peace makes Shamir scoff 
at such self-delusion. He sees only 
"the promotion of Illusory peace for 
which intolerable sacrifices are be- 
ing demanded." Be gin's handling 
of the negotiations, he says, are 
characteristic of "his lack of talent 


for government." The decision to 
hand over the oilfields and let Israel 
be dependent on Egyptian goodwill 
not to turn off the tap is another in- 
dication of " Begin *s 
charlatanism.” Shamir saya he 
would not be at all surprised If one 
day there comes to light a secret 
letter written in 1978 from Sadat to 
Syrian President Assad' to the 
effect: "Hold on, I- am fooling 
them...." ■ 

He concurs with the complaint of 
Deputy- Premier Sira ha Ehrlich 
that the Likud lacks the “culture of 
governing." declaring: “They were 
not ready for their electoral Vic- 
tory.
